| Rich mans gate, deſiring to be refreſhed but 
with the crums that fell fron this Rich mans 
table: but dogges had moꝛe no then this

Well, his time being alſo determined, hee

Where is life, and 
fod,and abundance, and gloꝛp, and health, and 7 
peace, and eternitie, and ail god things, all a- 
boue all that can be either wiſhes 92 deſired, 
And this is the ſubiect that J am to ſpeake of 
in pour pꝛeſence. Sed q-iaprimsm, what ſhall 
A, ſapy firſt; let it pleaſe you fo conſider the ar⸗ 
gument of this Scripture, which is two⸗ old.

1 Wlhereheliued ; in no Pallace oꝛ houſe, 
but at the Rich mans gate. 

2 Hob he ltued;neither in health noꝛ wealth, 
but miſerably full of ſoꝛes. 

3 That he deſired in his life, not Loꝛdſhips, 
oꝛ houſes, oꝛ land, oꝛ gold, 0; ſiluer, but crums 
to ſaue his life. 

4 Who ſhewed the Begger kindnelle in his 
life;not the Kich man,but the Rich mans dogs, 
The dogs came alſo and licked his ſores. 

In the death ofthe Begger, A note thꝛe cir⸗ 
cumſtances. 
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x That became of his body being dead, 
no mention hereof is made in holy Scriptures? 
it may be buried wich little oꝛ no reſpect, be⸗ 
cauſe he was a poꝛe man; oꝛʒ elſe caſt into ſome 
ditch, by reaſon of his ſoꝛes. 

2 Vlhat became oc his ſoule: It went not 


to Purgatoꝛie, (foꝛ there is uo ſuch place) but it 


was carried into brahains boſomc.

And firſt, in the life of the Rich man, wer 
noted what this Nich man was; whether there 
was indeed any ſuch man o2 no: wherefoze 
here may a queſtion ariſe, UWhether this be a 
Parable oꝛ Biſtoꝛie? the Writers hereon doe 
not agræ. 

Marloret ſaith, Auanquam quibu/dam hec

fmplex Parabola eſſe videtar, tamen quia hic La- 
deri nomen exprimitur, rem geſtam narrare proba- 
hilius eſi: Some are of that mind, that this is a 
Parable ; vet becauſe (ſaid he) Chziſt expꝛeſ- 
ſeth here the name of Lazarus, it argueth that 
hx ſpake of a thing that was fo done in⸗ 
deed. 

Likewiſe ſaith Franciſcus Lambertus, Creden- 
dum mag is c ſe Hiſtoria & exemplum verum quam 
Paravelim : It mult be belctued, that this is tas 
ther a Hiſtozie, and a true example, then a Pas 
rable. 

But Theophilactus is of contrarxp opinion, 
Parabola vera eſt, & hac non Hiſtoria, This is a 
Parable, and no Hiſtoꝛzie. 

Eral:vus alſo ſaith, that it is but a Parable, 
whereby all rich men map learne to bs mers 
cifull fo their poꝛe bꝛethꝛen, that they may 
ſpeake foz them in the day of vengeance and 
w2ath. 

Srella alſo ſaith, Frat quidam homo, von quiclum 
vir; he ſpeakes ofthe Species not of the indiui- 
dum, as one particular man; therefoze it is a 
Parable, 

Many TUrifers there are alſo , that rather 
aiming at the arguments and obſeruations 
herein, haue not ſet downe their iudgements, 
whether it be a Parable oꝛ Hiſtoꝛie: therefoze 
it might ſeeme wilc dome in mer to ſuſpend me 


my 
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| my iudgement alſo herein, eſpectally ſince Mar- 
loret ſaith, Param refert vtrum fit parabola an 


Hiſtoria modo ſunmmam dottrinam teneant lectoret: 
It greatiy ſkilleth not whether it be a Parable 
o2 Hiſtoꝛie, ſo that we duly conſider the doctring 
herein. ” 

But becauſe it is requiſite that J alſo che 
mine opinion, J will returne the verdict acco2- 
ding to my euidence; and therefo2e in naked 
truth J find and hold that it is a Parable : and 


my realons are theſe two; Firſt, becauſe our 


Sauiour in the beginning of this Chapter doth 
relate a Parable of a Rich man that had a 
Steward, #c. Zhercio:c he continueth in this 
Chapter to open his mouth in Parables, accozs 
ding to the Prophet, I will open my mouth in 
parables, and ſhew darke ſentences of old time. 
Secondly, becauſe the Nich man cryed out of 
hell vnto Abraham, and Abraham anſwered 
the Rich man; which muT nerds be vnderſfod 
Paraboltcally : foz the damned in hell cannot 
ſie no heare the Saints that are in heauen, nei⸗ 
ther by reaſon of the diſtance of place, and alſo 
becauſe of the maine ſpheres and oꝛbes that are 
twirt heauen and hell; neither thall they ſ& oz 
know what is done there. And againe, Abra- 
hams thzoate is pet dꝛie, and cleaueth to the 
rofe of his mouth; therefoze he cannot ſpeake 
ſo loud as tobe heard out of heanen into hell, 
wy Theres

Therefoze it is but a Parable. 

But here we ſer, firlt, that the wicked are ſo 

little reſpected with God, that he will not 
vouchlafe ſo much as to name them. J will not 
6 (ſaith Dauid, ſpeaking in the perſon of God } 
| make mention of their names within my lips. 
And againe, ſuch as be faliſh ſhall not tarrie 
in my fight ; foz thou hateſt all them which 
wozke vanitie. And haue not our ſinnes alſs 
deſerned that we ſhould not be remembzed alſo 
of God, ⁊ that he ſhould vtterly fo2get vs, that 
is, take away his loue and fanour from vs? Yes 
verily ; foz what pꝛide, enute, and impietie is 
there pzaciſed here among vs: pꝛide againſt 
God. enuie againſt men, and impietie againſt 
dur owne ſoules and conſciences; hauing tous 
ched euen the very tropicke of all wickevneſſe 3 
ſo that our ſinnes fozce God to foꝛſake vs, and 
not to remember vs. Plutarch in the life of 
Iueſeus, repozteth of one Phea a woman that 
robbed all the paſſengers that paſſed by her pals 
Lace, called Crommyonia, where the dwelled ; * 
which Viſtozte may not vnfitly be applied to 
our ſinnes; foz they like Phea rob vs of grace, 
of fanonr, of bleſſings, of god name, and of 
Gods loue to. Solwms peccatum bomicide, It is 
finne onely that cutteth our thzoates. It was 
the ſinne of Egypt, that plagued Egypt, and it 
was the ſinnes of this Citie, that a on

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|| Citle: although now the Lo2d hath ſpared it a 


god ſeaſon, yet let vs not pꝛeſume of his long 
ſufferance: fo2 if puniſhmeuts argue ſinnes, and 
ſinnos plagues, haue we not cauſe to feare great 
miſeries to enſue. J conclude this point there | 
foꝛe with the Pꝛophet, EN. 5. Wo be vnto them 
that dra on wickedne!Te with cords of vanitie, 
and ſinne, ds it were, ich a cart-rope. I heard 
a voice, ſaying, Wo, wo. wo vntorhe inhabitants 
of the eatth. Uhereupon one noteth that theres 
is, Triple v ve, Primum v4 propter culpam, ſecun- 
dum propter tribulat ionem mundanam, tertium prop- 
ter cternam pænam: There are thꝛe kindes of 


| | Woes, the firſt woe is ſoꝛ ſinne and offences:the 
ſecond, fo2 woꝛldly tribulation and miſery: the 


third fo2 the euerlaſting pain. All or theſe woes 
did the Rich man fele:two of them were begun 
here on earth, and the third was finiſhed being 
in hell tozments. 

Secondlp, let vs conſider what his apparell 
Was, Purple and fine white, as ſoue will haue: 
but we reade, li enididyſketo porphyron kai byſſon, 
which woꝛd yy ſſon, although ſome take it foz ſine 
F{are, yet let it here be vnderſtod ok ſilke. 

There was very great difference betwirt the 
apparell of lohn the Baptiſt and this man; 
Iohns raiment was Camels haire, with a lea⸗ 
therne girdle about his loines, which did argue

But let vs conſider the the ci rcumſtances 
in the liſe of this rich man, to wit, what his 
diet was; Deli. iouſly cuery day: and here row

| namely in fulneſſe of meate; 2s negletts ſuptro- 
rum culta, Baccho inculgent, ven? rique miniflr ant: 
who neglecting the ſeruice of / od, haus gi⸗ 
uen themſelues to ſerue Bacc) us and Venus. 
Vence one noteth, Gu deledta tionom non nete ſſi- 
tatem quærit: A gluttonous ps erſon eateth 111028 
fo2 pleaſure then neceſſitie : ſo vid this Kick 
manz ſo did our firſt parents; i t was not through 
ned oꝛ neceſſity that thep vv 3 cate of the fazbivs 
den fre, but through wan :onneiſe, pls alures 
and idleneſſe. Such is the - ſtrength of ixlattss 
ny, that it is called, 5/av4zx Demon, duli e vene- 
num, ſuaue peccatum, u] qui habet, ſeip} #773 , on 
habet, quam qui habet peccat um non babet, [ed ipſe 
tot us eſt peccatum : Gluttou it is aflatter ing Di-

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is all ſinne it ſelfe, Beſides, it hath an eſpeciall

There toꝛe it is well noted, that it is, Im ſſo 

temporis, namfrigium caſtitatit, ruina corporis: The 
loſſe of time, the ſhipwꝛacke of honeſtie, and the 
ruine of the bodie. To be ſhoꝛt, it was gluttonie 
that cauſed our firſt Parents to tranſgreſſe: it 
was gluttome that cauſed Lot to commit in⸗ 
teſt: it was gluttonie that made Eſau to ſell his 
birth⸗ right: it was gluttonie and dꝛunkennelle 
that cauſed Nabals death: it was gluttonie that 
loſt Balt haſars kingdome. 
Be not then deſirous of daintie meates, ſaith 
Salomos: foꝛ he that loueth banqueting ſhall be 
pac; and he that delighteth in wine ſhall not 
be rich. 


Alſo, hence J cannot but commend the tem⸗ 


perate dyet of our well fed Monks: O Mona- 
chi, veſtri ſtomachs ſunt amphora B̃ archi. Monks 
bellies are Bacchuſes barrels : like vnto their 
tount repman Alpities a Roman, famous foz his 
gluttemie. The righteous cate, and are latisfic d; 
dut the belly of the vagodly hath neuer enough, 
Prou. 13. There are therefoze two kinds of ea⸗ 
ting; Moderate, as that of lohn the Baptiſt, 
and that of Elias, Dauid, and Daniele Jmmodes 
rate, as this of the Rich man which fared deli⸗ 


cately.

thou wouldeſt haue ſome delicate meat, oꝛ manp 

bdiſhes: no:oʒ thou wouldeſt ſit at the table with 
his ſonnes oz ſeruants; no, no. What is it then 
that thou doeſt deſire? nothing but crums fo res 
freſh my ſoule; nothing but crums to ſaue my 
life ; nothing but crums, crums that fall from 
the Rich mans table: J know that he fareth 
plentifully, and that he may well ſpare them. 
What ſhall I ſay of the hardnes of this cruell 
Rich mans heart? Let me ſpeake fe Lazarus 
vnto this rich man, pet I chal —_— _—

get nothing ofthis hard fellow : J haue a meſ⸗ 
ſage vnto ther, O thou Rich man, fro the 
great God of heauen, and hce doth deſire thee, 
that thou reſpect the Begger that lyeth at the 
gate, pained with ſoꝛes, pined with griefe, and 
euen Farned though hunger; and J beſeech 
ther in Gods ſfead, that thou haue pitty on this 
Begaer. as God ſhall haue pitte, mertie and 
compaſſion, on thee ; and loke what thou layeſt 
cut, it. hall be payed the againe.

Therefoze here we ſ&,that there was in 
him, Triplex pecratum, nefas in Deum, malitia in 
proximum, ſcelus in ſeipſũ: Impietis toward God, 
crueltie toward Lazarus, and vengeance againſt 
himſelfe: and the little mercy that blody mins 
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| ded Herod ſhewed to the innocents, ſufficiently 


pꝛoues this place: whereupon Saint Gregorie 
thus applicth , ware horrenduv: Ge. Why 
could that hoerible decre , that cruell edict 
p20c&d out fcom 1Hcrod, that the young inno⸗ 
cents ſhould be flaine 2 Why ſhould none but 
Herod, that Sycophant, that blod⸗ſucker, bs 
appointed to act this cruell, this woſull, this 
moꝛe then vnnaturall Tragedy? What harms 
had they done him? UWhat ill thought againſt 
him was imagined by them 2 What occaſion 
of murther was offered by then? What iniu⸗ 
xie o2 w2ong was pꝛetended towards him, that 
the Citie of hama ſhould foz no cauſe be filted 
with Butchers that ſhould murther the inno⸗ 
cents, and deſfrop new-bozne babes? In Rha- 
ma there was a voice heard, Lamentation, wee= 
ping & great mourning. Who can with tongus 
declare the miſeries and calamities in that 
towne, that there ſhould be ſuch a lamentation, 


ſuch a w:zptax conſent of chil>zen, of mothers, ! 


of fathers, of xind2ed, miſerably crying out to 
the mercileſſe murderers to (ae their tines : 


T7490 can devioze the many and ſandzy faces, 
nanaecs,innocent ſmiling lykes oftheſe pzetty 
babes on their katall executioners:that the poꝛe 
intant, ſo {one as it was bozne, and cleaued to 
the bꝛeaſt, Ghould receiue a deadly wound tho⸗ 
rough his bowels ; and the wofull mother ps 1 
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ring the child a dug, was conffrained fo ſ&ke 
her infants bloud in the duſt : yea, and often- 
times the cruell ſlaue fs2 haſte, with a ſwozy 
careleſly murdered Pother a infants together. 
Mc cannot without teares rigytly conflder 
theſe things. Neither was this capitall ſentence 
of tlerod onely againſt infants that were but 
one peare old, but if any had liued to the age 
of two yea: es, that they alſo ſhould be ſlaine. 
Heile is painted out noſt plainly the maner 
and ſauage de ling of the wicked wozld to- 
wards the childꝛen of God, how vnmercikullx 
they do vle them, like as Cain vſed Ab-!, and 
as \ci:ab dealt with Naboth, oz as the Rich 
man dealt with Lazarus. But here let the vn⸗ 
godly mercileſſe learne, that they that ſhew no 
mercie to poꝛe Lazarys in this wozld, {hall find 
but little in that to come, And let Lazaruslearns' 
alſo, fince his miſeries are ſo great and ſo mas 
ny in this life, to loke fo2 a better in that life, 
where there is no ſuch cruell dealings. Let vs 
then with Stella loath this wozld : foz Impoſſi- 
bile eſt in _— eſſe & non: mere, & nou do- 
lor & non rare, & nom p. riclit are: WWE cannot 
poſſibly liue in this woꝛld without feare, dans 
ger, dꝛead, ſoꝛrow, paine, miſeries, and ſuch like, 
as Lazarus felt. 
Secondly, in the life of Lazarus J noted how 
belined,to wit,nuſerably and full of ſozes ; and

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vet this Rich man would not pittie him. Chaiff 
could not of his mercy but cure the Keper,when 
he ſaw him fall ofſo2cs and lep2oſie, and Eliſha 
could not but of humanitis teach Naaman the 
Alyaan to waſh himſelfe in Jozdan, that he 
might be whole: but this Rich man would not 
helpe the poze Begger, neither by his counſell, 
purſe, table oꝛ crums, but let him alone to pi⸗ 
ning miſeries at his gate, 

Mente we note in the perſon of Lazarus, the 
great miſeries and afflictions that the Church of 
God doth endure in this world. 

Great are the troubles of the righteous, ſaith 
D avid, not ſmall 02 few, but great and many, 
Pſal. 34. And againe, He wi'l throughly purge 
his fl>orc,not ſlightly oz to halues, but thꝛough⸗ 
ly, Matth. 3. Aud he will ſearch leruſalem with 
candle light, leſt he ſhould onerflip any wicked- 
nes therein. So that as Saint Bernard ſaith, /n 
ſordibus generamur gin tenebris canſeruemur, in do 
loribus paterimur: We ate begotten in vnclean- 
nes, we are nouriſhed in darkneſſ and brought 
into this world with bitterneſie. Oriplices enim 
ſunt dolores, ſcilicet, cordis, mundi, & inferus:

king, and there came another, while the other 
was vet ipcaking ; and while he was pet ſpea⸗ 
king, there came another; and pet this god man 
had not ſo much as an houres reſpit to bꝛeathe, 
o2 to receiue comfozt and conſolation by any 
meanes ; his gods were loſt, his body plagued, 
his ſeruants ſlaine, his ſonnes were dead, and 
no creature left aliue to comfozt him, but onely 
a froward wife to griene and vere his heart, 
CHiſeria eſt copia tribulations, & inopia conſola- 
tionis, quanWmnltifaric quis patitur, & e nemine 
reuelatur: Miſery is then a ſea of tribulation,

As 
gaine, Quod impetus corum & ſeuitia mittigatur 
ab homiue concidentur bums : That their ſauage⸗ 
neſſe and crueltie is mitigated when one doth 
fall on the ground: but Lazarus humbled him⸗ 
ſelfe on the ground, and lay in the duſt, pet this 
Rich man had no pittp on him, he relieued him 
not. Soli nomma ſua canes: Dogges onelp of all 
other ſenſible creatures know their names. J 
would all Chꝛiſtians would remember their 
names, and what belongeth thereto: how when 
they were incoꝛpoꝛated into the Church, they 
vowed to fozſake the Diuill, the wozld, and the 
fleſh. Againe, Soli vocem domeſticam agnoſcunt 
canes : Dogs know the voices of them that are 
inthehouſe ; ik one come at midnight and chas 
ftiſe them, they will ceaſe to barke, they will 
know the houſholders voice, and they of the 
houſhold.

into Abrahams boſonic. 

Lafly,we noted bpwhom, by Angels: It was 
carried uy Av..cs no Abraters boſome. Ag 
Angelt doch fame a Pellenger, accoꝛding td 
the C:irmoiome ofthe wozlp ; aud this name is 
pꝛoper to chem in reſpect of their offices: but 
they are defliied otherwiſe, namely to be unni⸗ 
ſtring ſpirite, created to the glozie of Gad, and 
benefit uf his Churchzand there are nine 82dcrs 
cf Angels, as the Diuites do witte, and as we 
gather out of S crtpture.

when as he indured the bitter pangs of death 
foꝛ our ſakes. Therefoꝛe he ſhall be called Amn. 
cus dulcic. con olurius prudt ut, adintor forts : A 
ſwert friend, a wiſe Counſellour, and a ſtrong 
helper. And ſo let vs conſider the fourth and 
jaſt part, which is the death of the Rich 
man.

The Sun riſing in the Eaſt, 
and ſhining into the Weſt, ſheweth our riſing

All cry vnto vs, we muſt away,ws 
mmnuſt hence, as Chꝛiſt ſaid, My kingdome is not 
ot tius world. Death is a ſepaygtion of the ſouls | 
from the body ; the huſband ſeperated from the 
wife of his pouth ; the father ſeperated from his 
childzen whom he dearely loued, the childzen 
fcom their parents;the maſter from his ſeruant, 
and the ſcruant from his maſter; thus parents 
and friends, and all muſt part. 

The firft circumſtance of the Rich man, is to 
know what became ok his body? It was honou⸗ 
rably buried. But here we ſee, that honourable 
burtall doth not pzofit the damned ſoule. Tares 
are ſowne as well as Wheate all times; the 
one growes vp fo2 the fire , the other fo2 the 
barns . Gather the tarcs in buudlcs, and burne 
them, but gather the wheate int.» my borne, 
Math. 1 3.309, But let vs laſtly conſider what 
became of his ſoule ?

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And being in hell torments, &c. But bes 
cauſe none can fs wel relate miſeries,and none 
tan deſcribe the toꝛments of hell ſo well as he 
that hath felt the. ume, let the Rich man him⸗ 
ſelfs ſpeake, and let vs ate hiat what he ſaith; 
He being in hell torments, he thus beginneth, 
O wretch that I am, way d:d 1 {utter L⁊xarus to 
Narue at my gate? for whici 1 am ſhut in tbe 
gates of hell: why did | not giue Lerarus a crum 
of breac t for which 1 caundt haue lere now one 
drop of water to coole ny tongue. Why did [ 
ſhew Laxarus no mercy un ea ah? tor which no 
mercie is ſh2wed to me 112 121], What (hal! I do? 
for I am tormented Yi! 1.15 flame. ] Wi. Cry Viito 
Abraham, Abraham: Hate Miercie on me, aud ſend 
Laxarus that he may di the tip of his fi lnger in wa 
ter, and coole my tongue; | am tormented here A- 
Brabam, Tam torne in pieces here Abraham, lum 
plagued and continually pained here Abraham; 
here my purple raiment is flames of fire, my lighr 
is darkneſſe, my day is night, my companions 
are diuels; O how they Hale me, U how they pull 
me, O how they vex * tot ment me ! Here my 
feet are ſcorched, my hands ate feared, my heart 
is wounded, my eyes are blinded, my eares are 
delled,my ſenſes confounded my tongue is hot, 
it is very hot, ſend Lazarus therefore Abrabam 
With a drop of waret lo comfort me; one hos 
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good Abraham, one drop of water. 

But Abraham anſwered him, Thou damned 
wrerch, once thou didſt diſdaine Laxarus, once 
thou didſt retuſe Laxarus, once thou didſt ſcorn 
Lizarss, now Lazarus ſhall diſdaine, retuſc and 
{corne thee 5 once thou ſtopſt thine eates from 
the cric of Lazarus, now he Roppeth his eare 8 
from hy criezoace thou turnedſt away thy jace 
from £44445, now he turneth away his face 
from thee; once thou denicdſſ crums to L. 
10, nove denieth water to thee: not aipoure 
tull, not a drop of water, 

Oh Abra bam, bur now if I had my goods, l 
would giue /.424r75a1l for a dr. p of water, now 
if 1 hzda n illion of gold, | would giue it all for 
a qrop of water; now if I had a work: of wealth, 
I would giucit all to LAxarus: thetefore good 
Abrabim on drop. But he anſwered, No, not 
a drop. 

Not a droptthen curſed be the day wherein I 
was borne, and curſed be the night whetein I 
was conceived ; curled be my father that beg ot 
me, & cuiled be my mother that bare me; curſed 
be the Palace that kept me, curied be the purple 
robes that cloathed me, curſed be the delicate 
meate that fed me, let me be moſt accurſed of all 
creatures both in heruen and earth. And ſo 
leaue we hiu curſing, who indeede was motft 
accurſed, 
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accurſed! andlearne,that the ſoules of the dams 
ned being ſeparated from their bodies, are in 
hell toꝛzments. 

Bell is deſcrivod by many mefapho2s: as, 
hoꝛrible darkn:fle; a land as black as dark- 
neſſe it ſelfe 5 alio, vnquenchable fire : 16; erit 
fetus, & ſtriaor des tim, ſietus quidem ob gnem 
gui non extinguitur, ſi ridor dentium ob vermen qui 
nunquam moritur: There ſhall be wæping and 
gnaſhing of teeth. weeping foz the fire that ne⸗ 
ner ſhall be quenched , gnaſhing of teeth foz 
the woꝛme that neuer dieth. Alſo it is called 
Infernut, à dungeon, a bottomleſſe pit. Infer- 
nus lacus eſt fine menſura, profundus eſt ſins fun- 
do, plenus ar dore incomparabile, plenus dolore in- 
tollcrallis: Yell is a Lake that cannot be 


meaſured, ſo derpe that it is without bot⸗ 1 


tome, full of intollerable heate , full of in 
comparable paine. alſo Gehennam, a velley 
nigh vnto Jeruſalem, wherein was a Chappel, 
in the which the idolatrous Jewes did ſacrifice 
their childꝛen vnto a bꝛazen Image called Mo. 
lech, which being niade hot,incloſed them in ths 
belly thereof;and left their cry ſhould moue any 
to pitty them, they made a hozible noiſe with 
dꝛums and other inſtruments: whereupon the 
place is called T ophet. Thus will the Lozd 
ſpeake with his enemies in his wzath, and — 
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them in his ſoꝛe diſpleaſure. : 

But ſome may demand, where this place of 
bell is? If J ſhould take vpon me ts declars 
that, it would appeare vnto me, Jun ibalem Phor- 
nio, as the adage is, and J were mad, out of mp 
element. had rather with ſafsty hereby teach, 
that there is a Pell to puniſy the merciloſſe 
Rich man, and the damned: he being in hell 
tozments;therefo2e there is a hell and tozments 
1 both. 

Mherefoze to conclude all in one wozb, ans 
to apply all that hath bene ſpoken to this pꝛe⸗ 
ſent time and place, let vs all in our vocations 
learne to haue mercy on Lazarvs,that is, on our 
po2e bzethzen, that ws may find mercy, any 
that mercy may reiopte in iudgement. And von 
1 that are Pagiſtrates of this Citis, thinke vpon 

Lazarus thatlieth in your ſtræts, that pineth 
at your gates, that ſtarueth in your Pziſons fog 
want of crums; hearken how they cry, Bꝛead, 
bead, a loafeof bzead foz Jeſus ſake. Who 
would not heare them? Who would not pitty 
them ; who would notcomfozt them 4 Allo ſes 
that you chuſe god and mercifull Dfficers in 
your Spittles and Yoſpitals, that may fed La- 
zarus, And not fill their owns purſes and bgl- 
lies as this Rich man did. And you that ſit in 
the ſeats of Judgemeut, and are gods hers on 
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earth, let the matter be iudged rightly befwe&eng 
ths Kich man and poꝛe Lazarus; let Equitie be 
in pour right hand, and Inſtice in pour left; con⸗ 
ſider that Lazarus is poze, and that he is not 
able to wage Law againſt the Rich man, pet 
defend him and let him haue right. Defend the 
fatherleſte and the widdow. Sc that ſuch as be 
in nerd and neceſſitie haue their right, then thall 
the righteous God of heauen bleſſe you, any 
bleſſe the Land ſoz your ſake: then thall we bg: 
with Lazarus in the bleſſed place of reſt, 
which the onely Loꝛd Jeſus grant 
vs, fo2 his mercies ſake, 
Amem,Lozd Jeſus, 
Amen, 
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
